Dear Sir:- 

Many suggestions have recently appeared in the Public Press 
in reference to the demobilization of the Canadian Forces now on 
active service, and it would appear that the authorities at Ottawa 
have in view the return to Canada, in priority to others, of men 
whose services might be of benefit to manufacturers or other 
employers of labour, irrespective of length of service or conditions 
which may affect the individual soldiers. Such a course would 
probably result in the University students being detained in Europe 
longer than any other class of men, notwithstanding their service 
generally has been at least as long as most, and their sacrifice 
perhaps greater, inasmuch as their training, during the most formative 
period of life, has been interrupted, in some cases for upwards of 
four years, and in the majority for at least three. 

When discussing this aspect of the matter with a number of 
people it was suggested that possibly you might be willing to exercise 
your influence with the object of preventing discrimination of the 
kind referred to as against students, and this is my excuse for 
troubling you in the matter,with the hope that if you think anything 


can be accomplished you will kindly take the matter into consideration.
